Some Republican Views. | 

It is interesting, at this juncture, to re- 
fer Mr. Hayes, and the conspirators in 
whose interests he is working, to the 
views of some prominent republicans who 
have expressed their opinions in regard 
to the use of troops at the polls. A few 
years ago Mr. William M. Evarts, who is 
now supposed to be prominently con- 
nected with the present administration, 
in the course of an address to the people 
of New York, in mass meeting assembled, 
used these words: “When men vote, and 
“when their chosen officers meet to con- 
“ duct the affairs of their political govern- 
“ments, no soldiers can interfere. This 
“limit to their antagonisms no political 
“party can safely pass.” 

What Mr. Evarts’s opinions are now 
we have no means of knowing, but it is 
hardly to be presumed that his views 
have undergone any material change. 
Mr. George W. McCrary, who is also 
popularly supposed to be not entirely 
disconnected from Mr. Havyes’s adminis- 
tration, wrote as follows in his recently 
envolumed essay oa elections: “An 
‘srmed force in the neighborhood of the 
“polls is almost of necessity a menace to 
“the voters and an interference with their 
“freedom and independence.” 

it is understood, however, that Mr. 
McCrary has been subsidized by the 
salary attached to his position, or in- 
fluenced by other motives, .so that now 
he agreés with his master. William H. 
Seward, who was one of the most radical 
of republicans, and whose memory is 
venerated by the stalwarts, made this 
utterance: “Civil liberty and a standing 
“army for the purposes of civil police 
“have never yet stood together, and 
“never can stand together.” 

These Opinions are all valuable and 
interesting in view of the predicament in 
which the servility of Mr, ayes and the 
over-confidence ofthe republican leaders 
have plunged their party. 


The Silver Question. 

During the lull caused by the delay of 
the senate In passing the legislative bill, 
the house is engaged in considering sey- 
eral measures, of general interest, tlre 
most interesting being a bill to effectually 
remonetize silver. It is known as the 
Warner bill, taking its name from its 
author, an Ohio democrat, who reported 
itand who is its most zealous champion 
on the floor of the house. As reported 
the contested features of the bill are 
bricily as follows: 3 

1, Itmakes the silver dollar weighing 412) 
grainsa ‘unit,’ as wellas the gold dullar weigh- 
ing 25 8-10 grains. 

2. Itauthorizes the free coinage of silver bul- 
lioa into standard dollars for the benetit of the 
depositor. 

$. It provides for the redemption of subsidiary 
silyer coin in legal tender money. 

i. It requires the secretary of the treasury to 
receive silver coin and bullion on d: posit and to 
issue certificates therefor the same terms on 
Which he is now required to receive gold coin and 
bullion—which certificates shall be receivable at 
their par value for all dues to the government. 

dS. It stops the coinage of standard silver dollars 
on fpovernment account: 

6. It directs the president to reopen diplomatic 
negotiations for the establishment of a common 
internationai mint ratio between values of gold 
and silver. 

7. It makes no further provision for the coinage 
of the trade dollar.

They 
want the dearest money and the least of 
it; and if our silver mines should fail, 
thereby reversing the valucs of bullion,
